In Dr. HOTTL's opinion, also shared by oomputent momb.irn or llio Con cm In- 
telligence Servico, the Japanese ND in Russia wan highly :uii.a:o:i.-u'nl . Tills 
view was shared e.g. by a British engineer in Budapest, chief ml: of tho 
British secret service, in that ciy, who nonti onod to pnu of )>r. lluTTh's 
agents that he considered the Japanese Intelligence Service in Russia .<'as 
even better than the British Secret Servico.
